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“State of City” Is Good, Manager Reports

“As compared to many other 
governments, I would say the 
state of the city is very good,” 
With these words City Man¬ 
ager James Giese began his 
second annual “State of the 
City” address to the city coun¬ 
cil and members of three city 
advisory boards, during a 
meeting of the boards with the 
council on February 9. 

About 15 members of the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board, 
and the Community Relations 
Advisory Board attended this 
meeting, together with four coun¬ 
cil members, (Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Pilski was out of town.) In 
addition to Giese’s message, the 
chairmen of the boards briefly re¬ 
viewed for the council the princi¬ 
pal activities of their groups dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

Last year City Manager Giese, 
in his first State of the City ad¬ 
dress. presented a sweeping over¬ 
view of a wide range of planning 
and development activities going 
on within the city. This year he 
focused attention on the increas¬ 
ing property tax revenues expect¬ 
ed by the city from commercial 
development; gave some prelimi¬ 
nary information about the city's 
financial status and about its 
crime rate; and touched briefly 
on the condition of the city's 
streets. 

Property Taxes 

For most of its 29 years as a 
“privately ow ned" city — that is,

since its sale by the Federal gov¬ 
ernment in 1953 — Greenbelt has 
drawn only a small part of its 
real property taxes from commer¬ 
cial properties, A dramatic 
change, however, is beginning to 
take place. 

Giese displayed this change to 
his audience by means of a tabu¬ 
lar listing showing the assessed 
valuations (actual or estimated) 
for 36 existing and proposed com¬ 
mercial buildings within the city's 
borders. He also included three 
parcels of vacant land that are 
zoned commercial. 

To'compile the list, Giese as¬ 
sumed that some buildings that 
are now only "proposed" (such as 
the Hilton Inn) will in fact be 
constructed within the next cou¬ 
ple of years. He also assumed that 
the Maryland Trade Center and 
the adjacent area of vacant com¬ 
mercial land will be annexed into 
the city this year. 

When Giese added up the fig- 
uies on assessed valuations, he 
found that: 

- In 1981, only 20 percent of the 
city's total assessed property val¬ 
ue was in the commercial cate¬ 
gory; during 1982, the commercial 
assessment may rise to 30 percent 
of the total; and by 1983 or 1984, 
40 percent or more of the total 
could be commercial, 

— The city’s tax yield from 
commercial property is expected 
to be almost $250,000 in the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. That tax yield 
may increase to more than $416-

000 in the fiscal year that starts 
July 1; and may begin to exceed 
$675,000 a year during the two 
years after that. 

Giese warned the council mem¬ 
bers that despite his projections 
of increased revenues, they should 
not think they are going to have 
extra money with which to work 
at budget time this spring. Giese 
said he has had indications of 
state increases in retirement fund 
and workmen's compensation as¬ 
sessments that could take away 
from the city most of the in¬ 
creases in commercial property 
taxes during the new fiscal year. 

Fiscal Condition 
In a brief look at the city's fis¬ 
cal condition, Giese said that the 
city ended the last fiscal year in 
a "healthy status." Revenues in 
the first six months of this fiscal 
year increased by ten percent 
over last year. Personal property 
tax collections are up significant¬ 
ly, Admissions and amusement 
tax receipts are up 27 percent 
over last year, and 153 percent 
over t™ o years ago. The city spent 
only 45 percent of its budget in 
the first six months of this fiscal 
year, as contrasted with 50 per¬ 
cent during the corresponding pe¬ 
riod a year ago. 

City Administrative Assistant 
Michael McLaughlin is working 
on a study to use certain key fi¬ 
nancial indicators as a measure 
of the fiscal health of the city. 
The study involves 28 indicators, 
and spans the five preceding fis¬ 
cal years. McLaughlin’s prelimi¬ 
nary findings show that in gen¬ 
eral the basic foundations of the 
city’s finances are good.

Twin Pines Members Debate Merger

Some 60 members of Twin Pines Savings and Loan Associ¬ 
ation attended a special membership meeting on March 9 to 
discuss a plan for merger beween Twin Pines and Community 
Savings and Loan of Gaihersburg, Md. In his opening remarks, 
Board member John Unger stated: “It is better to negotiate a 
merger from a position of relative strength. Continued losses 
are weakening Twin Pines and would eventually lead to a 


forced merger.” 

The question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion, which lasted almost two 
hours, started with a heated, ver¬ 
bal attack on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors by a disgruntled member 
who felt that the Board had uni¬ 
laterally undertaken this merger 
without either consulting or in¬ 
forming the members. The Board 
defended its actions. Board mem¬ 
bers described the deteriorating 
financial situation which had led 
to the proposed merger. They lis¬ 
ted avenues explored that would 
have provided funds for lending 
and thus avert a merger. They 
recalled communications to mem¬ 
bers and pleas for additional sav¬ 
ings. As each alternative financ¬ 
ing strategy reached a dead-end, 
the Board realized that there was 
no alternative to a merger. 

Several questions dealt with 
Community 3&L, its services, its 
current financial status and as¬ 
surances that Community would 
maintain a branch in Greenbelt. 
"Before I vote on this issue, I’d 
like to review detailed financial 
statements for both associations," 
commented Tom Martin. Presi¬ 
dent Harvey Geller mentioned 
that Twin Pines’ lawyers, its ac¬ 
countant, and its auditors had 
reviewed both the merger plan 
and financial statements for both 
institutions. While up-to-date 
financial satements were not a- 
vailable at the meeting, the Board 
indicated that this information 
'would soon be available in the 
Twin Pines office and at the An¬ 
nual Membership Meeting, which 
is scheduled for March 23. 

“Members of Twin Pines own 
the Association," stated Jim Bates, 
"Will members have an oppor¬ 
tunity to buy shares of Commun¬ 
ity S&L?” Board member Jack 
Maffay responded that Communi¬ 
ty had indicated a willingness to 
make stock available to Twin 
Pines’ members. 


Statements by Bruce Bowman 
and Jim Smith seemed to echo the 
sentiments of most members in 
attendance. Bowman, who has 
been actively involved in Twin 
Pines since its inception 25 years 
ag.o noted, "For a $15 million or¬ 
ganization, Twin Pines has done a 
remarkable job in staying in busi¬ 
ness for as long as it has. Mer¬ 
ger is inevitable. Much as I hate 
losing this co-op, the Association’s 
Merger Committee has done a 
good job in selecting Community 
S&L,"

Many of us are frustrated by the 
thought of losing Twin Pines," 
said Jim Smith. "But the ‘bottom 
line’ for each member is: do we 
choose the negotiated position 
that the Board has approved or 
do we wait for another viable, 
yet unknown alternative?" Smith 
recommended approval of the 
merger. 

Twin Pines' main concern now 
is to get the number of votes re¬ 
quired to approve the merger. 
Maryland law requires approval 
by two-thirds of all members. 
About 1600 ballots have been re¬ 
ceived. The Association is in¬ 
tensifying its efforts to get the 
additional 1300 votes needed for 
approval. The meeting was re¬ 
cessed until April 6.

Judge Ross has been a member

He has also had sev¬ 
eral years of part-time legal 
teaching at the American Univer¬ 
sity, Bowie State College, and the 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege, and in addition has served 
on the Board of Trustees of the 
Community College, In 1977 he re¬ 
ceived the Distinguished Citizen¬ 
ship Award given by the Gover¬ 
nor of Maryland for work in the 
area of Juvenile Justice, and 
served for two years on the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Commission on Juvenile 
Justice. 

James S. Dedes began his work 
with juveniles after graduation 
from George Washington Univer¬ 
sity in 1968. He began serving as 
a probation officer in Montgomery 
county, a probation supervisor in 
1974 and regional supervisor in 
or for the Prince Georges Juve¬ 
nile Services Administration in 
1976 and regional supervisor in 
1979. Dedes will discuss proba¬ 
tion and counseling, while Judge 
Ross will discuss the juvenile 
courts.

Seeking Volunteers

1970’s and since then over 100 
people have served as court par¬ 
ents. Ideally several people in 
each court or street would serve 
as court parents in case the other 
court parents were not available 
at a particular time.

Probably one of the most 
popular and well-loved personalities of Greenbelt, Monsignor 
commented on the party: “They really knocked me out 6t 
my shoes on that one,” and, “It was a great experience.” 


At the behest of the Holy Cross 
Sisters from the St. Hugh’s con¬ 
vent, some parishioners, and the 
Msgr.’s secretary, 1200 invitations 
were mailed out, and the party 
was organized in secret (including 
the arrival of four of the Mon- 
signor’s five brothers). Donations 
were collected to present Msgr. 
O'Donnell with a new Oldsmobile 
and a recliner chair. Unsolicited 
donations had even come from 
some non-Catholic members of 
the community. 

When the Monsignor was pre¬ 
sented with the keys to “his new 
chariot” in a wrapped package, 
he at first responded with per¬ 
plexity and then broke into a 
broad smile. He immediately went 
out to the parking lot to inspect 
the car, followed by most of the 
350 celebraters. 

Msgr. O’Donnell, who is well- 
known in Greenbelt for his un¬ 
selfish concern for anyone who 
needs him, has some special loves. 
His love of children is evident to 
anyone who sees him bless a child 
during mass; his almost library¬ 
sized collection of books bespeaks 
his love of history; and for any 
new parishioner meeting him, 
hearing his encyclopedic list of 
friends and acquaintances whom 
the parishioner might know, it is 
apparent he is a lover of people 
in general. 

His background and life experi¬ 
ences are so varied and extensive 
it is difficult to cover them all. 
But here are some of the main 
milestones: He graduated from 
Gonzaga H.S. (where he was on 
the track team and played bas¬ 
ketball and football), received his 
B.S. from Georgetown and his 
LLB. from Georgetown Law 
School. He entered the Army 
Infantry during WWII and saw 
active duty as a captain in Eu¬ 
rope, for which he received the 
Silver Star, three Bronze Stars 
with Oakleaf Clusters and two 
Purple Hearts. He entered the 
Foreign Service after the War 
and served as Vice-Consul in 
Hamburg, Germany. The Mon¬ 
signor returned to the U.S. to 
complete his law education and 
later worked as a trial attorney 
in the Justice Department's Anti- 
Communist Division. 

For several years he had felt 
he would enter the priesthood and 
in 1957. he entered Christ the 
King Seminary at St. Bonaven- 
ture in New York. In 1962 he 
was ordained a priest by Cardinal 
O’Boyle at St. Matthew's Cathed¬ 
ral, D.C. Since then he has served 



at numerous parishes. In 1966 he 
became the editor of The Catholic 
Standard newspaper, a capacity in 
which he served for over 12 years. 
In 1973 he came to Greenbelt to 
be pastor of St. Hugh’s Church. 

Msgr. O’Donnell says he has en¬ 
joyed his time in Greenbelt. He 
calls it 'a very delightful com¬ 
munity” with “very friendly, very 
bright, very well-informed 
people,” He is known by members 
of the parish and many outside 
the parish as a priest who always 
has time, no matter how busy 
he is, to answer questions, to give 
a word of comfort or encourage¬ 
ment, to exchange a greeting. One 
of his favorite activities in Green¬ 
belt has been his membership in 
the Greenbelt Clergy Association, 
for which he marches in the La¬ 
bor Day Parade every year. He 
says his relationship with the oth¬ 
er clergymen has been “a high¬ 
light” of his Greenbelt years. He 
has also been a member of the 
City’s Community Relations Ad¬ 
visory Board since 1974. 

When asked to comment on in¬ 
flation and the destructive stres¬ 
ses on the family he says firmly, 
“People are so deluged by propa¬ 
ganda supporting materialism, 
they have lost perspective. They 
overlook the most important thing 
— the human being.” He also sta¬ 
ted, “One of my pet peeves is 
when parents call their children 
’kids’. Only goats have kids.” 
And when the Bible states that 
people are sheep, it is not entirely 
complimentary. They will follow 
any movement. Sheep need lead¬ 
ership, especially in the family.” 

To sum up Msgr, O'Donnell, one 
could say that he is a man who 
could have been a judge, a general 
or an ambassador. But because 
of his love of God and his con¬ 
cern for humankind, he joined up 
with “a higher authority.”

preliminary information about 
crime trends in the city, based on 
unanalyzed counts compiled by 
the police department. He said the 
figures for the last six months of 
1981 were “rather startling/' in 
that they showed a marked de¬ 
crease in crimes. But, Giese went 
on, the figures for the entire year 
“are still not good, still up.” He 
noted significant increases in the 
larceny/theft category, which he 
attributes to the major new shop¬ 
ping center. Crimes against per¬ 
sons also show an increase. On 
the good side, according to Giese, 
criminal arrests have increased, 
with aid by shopping center se¬ 
curity people. 

Giese plans to do a detailed an¬ 
alysis of the crime figures, in¬ 
cluding breakdowns by parts of 
the city. 

Streets 

Winter streets in Greenbelt usu¬ 
ally used about 200 tons of salt. 
Giese said the city has bought 600 
tons this winter, although not all 
of it has been used. With potholes 
beginning to appear, Giese said 
the city does have funds for a 
“fairly extensive" resurfacing 
program, but, he added, probably 
not enough. He expects to empha¬ 
size street work in his budget 
proposals. 

The Boards Speak 

Don Volk, Chairman of the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, said that 
the board’s major task for more 
than a year has been review of 
the 1970 Master Plan for the 
Greenbelt/College Park area, so 
that the city will be able to con¬ 
tribute during forthcoming 
amendment of the Master Plan 
by the Maryland-National Capital 
Park & Planning Commission. 
Volk expected that the board’s 
completed report on the Master 
Plan would be approved by the 
APB members at their next meet¬ 
ing on March 3, and would then 
be submitted to the council. 

Volk expressed the continued 
interest of APB in having a city 
policy against which to evaluate 
future annexation proposals. The 
council had previously shown no 
interest in such a policy. The 
APB foresees continuing pressure 
to develop land south of the city’s 
boundaries, and feels the relation¬ 
ship of annexation to develop¬ 
ment, and the impacts of annexa¬ 
tion on the character of the city, 
should be studied. Volk said the 
APB proposes to make such a 
study and to develop guidelines 
for use in looking at future an¬ 
nexation proposals. 

Wayne Spong, Chairman of the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board, listed the proposed Lake 
Park Master Plan and develop¬ 
ment of ballfields as among 
PRAB’s concerns in the past year. 
A1 Cousin, Acting Chairman of 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board, included in his board's 
activity list the subject of crime 
prevention, North End Elemen¬ 
tary School disposition, and the 
“Staying Alive" program.

Wonderful Town: Good Entertainment

The opening of “Wonderful Town” is just a few days 
away, and the Eleanor Roosevelt High School students involved 
with its production (about 100 with cast and crew) are work¬ 
ing overtime to bring this community a musical comedy worth 
seeing. 


Sitting in on a rehearsal is an 
exciting experience. Director 
John Mancuso, Jr. is tireless in 
his efforts to approach perfection, 
stopping the proceedings mid¬ 
scene and mid-sentence to make 
changes or suggestions. And his 
judgments make a difference. 
Mancuso is no newcomer to stage 
direction. While still a student 
at EitHS he directed “A Musical 
Spectrum!.” “In the Mood," “The 
Pajama Game," and “Side by Side 
by Sondheim." He has not limited 
himself to high school produc¬ 
tions. Among other ventures, he 
has recently finished doing musi¬ 
cal direction for Bethesda Com¬ 
munity Theatre Company’s pro¬ 
duction of “The Fantasticks." He 
is a member of Rainbow, a per¬ 
forming arts repertory company. 
Currently, Mancuso is a speech 
and drama education major at 
the University of Maryland. For 
this production he is general di¬ 
rector and director of sets and 
lighting. 

Choreographer Renee Bryan has 
a way with students and with 
dance and the choreography is 
certainly one aspect that promises 
to make this show a winner. Bry¬ 
an, a graduate of ERHS and now 
a full time student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland in Radio, Televi¬ 
sion and Film, has used her many 
years of dance and skating com¬ 
petition and her enormous per¬ 
sonal talent to create dance num¬ 
bers that are a delight to behold. 
There is variety with coherence, 
and the movements fit the music 
so well I thought at first that a 
choreographic score had been pur¬ 
chased along with the production 
rights. Despite her busy schedule 
(she holds two part-time jobs), 
Bryan works with the cast three 
nights each week. Her demon¬ 


strations and persistence have 
definitely paid off. 

A show, of course, is only as 
good as its cast. These are high 
school students, not professional 
actors and actresses. Neverthe¬ 
less they do a creditable job. The 
plot concerns the adventures of 
two sisters, Ruth McKenney, a 
hopeful newspaper and magazine 
writer, and her sister Eileen, an 
aspiring actress with an inno¬ 
cent magnetism for men. The 
story is based upon the factual 
and hilarious predicaments the 
two encountered after leaving 
Ohio to try to make their way 
in New York. The two female 
leads are played by Mary Moser 
and Beth Tavanello and it is 
a fortuitous combination, as their 
voices and appearances are plea¬ 
santly complementary. 

“Wonderful Town," based upon 
the writings of Ruth McKenney 
and written by Joseph Fields and 
Jerome Chodorov, is enhanced by 
a score by Leonard Bepistein. to 
which Betty Comden and Adolph 
Green have added the lyrics. The 
hand-picked student orchestra 
under Mrs. Dorothy Pickard is a 
definite asset. 

This show won the Drama Cri¬ 
tics’ Circle Award as the best 
musical of the 1952-53 season and 
this student production of an ex¬ 
cellent show promises to be fine 
entertainment. There will be 
three performances in the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School Auditor¬ 
ium, Thursday. Friday and Satur¬ 
day, March 25, 26 and 27 at 8 
p.m. Tickets may be reserved by 
calling the high school at 345- 
7500 or may be purchased at the 
door. I am told that the Saturday 
night performance is nearly sold 
out. 


Free Inspection of Heating System 


The City of Greenbelt, in co¬ 
operation with the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Economic and Com¬ 
munity Development, is offering 
Greenbelt residents a limited 
number of reesidential heating 
system inspections. The free, on¬ 
site inspection by the State’s Ret¬ 
rofit Project Specialist will deter¬ 
mine the combustion efficiency of 
a heating system and identify for 
the resident any modifications 
which will improve the system's 
seasonal efficiency. 

Greenbelt residents considering 
increasing the energy efficiency 
f their homes may qualify for 
the Residential Energy Conserva¬ 
tion Program being offered by the 
State Community Development 


Administration and the City of 
Greenbelt. This program offers 
preferred rate loans to finance the 
purchase and installation of ma¬ 
terials and devices designed to re¬ 
duce energy consumption in resi¬ 
dential buildings. 

There are no income limits for 
the loan. The loan limit is $5,000, 
but may be exceeded if solar en¬ 
ergy projects are included in the 
loan. The current interest rate on 
the loan is 13 percent and the 
maximum term is eight years.

On March 8 Cpl. Edward D. 
Blake climbed over a seventh 
story dividing wall at 8150 Lake- 
crest Drive in order to talk an 
emotionally disturbed resident 
back into the apartment after the 
resident had threatened to jump 
from the balcony.
